Labour troubles still command 
attention in Canton, where we 
observe that an effurt is to be 
made to form a Bureau, which is 
to include representatives © 
capital and labour, fer the pur- 
pesa of settling disputes as they 
arise. Apparently the idea is to 
prevent strikes, with all the 
anpoyanee and inconvenience 
which these upheavals invariably 
bringin their train. The plan is 
an excellent one, provided all 
parties are willing to participate 
with an honest desire to secure 
amicable settlements of disputes, 
and provided there is some guar- 
antee that the decisions of the 
Bureau wil} be respected, once 
they are promuigated. But 
labour haa bees so intractable of 
late that we have our doubts on 
there points. 

It appears thatsome difficulty 
is being experienced in selecting 
a Director for the Bureau, fof, 
apart from being capable to fill 
the post, it is essential that this 
ufficial should hold the balance 
tairly between the two elements. 
The Crrnton Timex mentions 
his point, but speaks of 
he necessity of the official 
‘looking after the interests of 
labour on behalf of the Govern- 
ment” as well as of respecting 
the. rights of capitalists. Our 
idea was that in labour disputes 
. ig the duty of Governments to 
ict impartially, to hold a brief 
for neither side. Our contem- 
porary appears to regard Labour 
and the Government as one and 
the same, or, at»aony rate, to 
imply that the former must al- 
waya command the support of 
the latter. That is a dangerous 
Tlattitude to’ take, and ‘it is 

illuminating in’ view of the 
troubles in the recent past, when 
there was believed ta ba official 
backing of the’ labourers in 
certain big disputes.

In conn- 
tries where the greatest care is 
taken that the caresses of animals 
that have died of anthrax are 
wholly destroyed, this risk of a 
spread of infection hardly ever 
arises, but unfortunately there are 
men whoare sounscrupulous as to 
care nothing about selling infect- 
ed wool or bristles so loug as it 
means 6 profit. to themselves. 
Ther§ was, Ad. vety s2tious 
outbyeak -vabouf ‘three years 
ago, when quits a number o 
persons in Europe and America 
died of aotbrax - contracted 
through the use of brushes im- 
ported from the Far East, and an 
agitation agairet the use of 
articles with this origin sro3a. 
Matters improved then, - but 
apparently the menacestill exists, 
for the International Anthrax 
Commission bas been formed, 
acc a few daysago metin London 
to discuss ways and means to 
preven: the disease being com- 
municated to innocent workers, 
and users of infected goods.
